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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS 

ARCrENTINAi    The  second  official  estimate  of  corn  production  in 
19^2-^+3,  placed  at  76,37^»000  tushels,  shows  a  very  slight  increase 
compared  with  the  first  estimate  of  7^,799,000  bushels  and  compares  with 
last  year's  output  of  355 » 6^9* 000  "bushels.    In  a  press  report  dated  May  I9 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  indicated  that  the  Government  will  not  inter- 
vene in  the  purchase  of  new  corn,  since  the  small  crop  assures  farmers  a 
satisfactory  market. 


ARGENTINA:    The  secon  official  estimate  for  rice  production  places 
the  19U2-U3  crop  at  ^,9^8,000  bushels,  which  is  7  percent  below  the  final 
estimate  of  I9UI-U2.    There  was  an  increase  of  18,000  acres  sown  to  rice 
this  year,  but  drought  caused  a  reduction  in  yield. 


DENMARK:    Livestock  numbers  generally  either  have  remained 
stationary  or  have  increased  in  the  past  year,  according  to  the  March  27, 
19^3>  census.    Milk  cows  increased  17,000  head  to  l,UlO,000,  whereas 
total  cattle  fell  off  only  7,000  head,  or  a2  percent.    Numbers,  however, 
were  5  percent  smaller  than  in  March  19^1,  and  12  percent  below  the  June 
estimate  for  I9U0.    Horses  increased  1,000  head  above  March  I9U2  and 
5,000  above  March  19^1.    Hogs  have  been  increasing  since  last  June,  when 
they  fell  to  the  lowest  number  on  record.    By  February  of  this  year  they 
had  increased  to  1,721,000  and  were  I7  percent  above  a  year  earlier,  but 
still  i+3  percent  below  pre-war.

UNION  or  SOUTH  AFRICA  EXPECTS 
1942-43  CORN  CROP  TO  BE  BELOW 
DOMESTIC  RSQ,UIREMENTS  ... 

The  corn  crop,  now  "being  harvested  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  is 
estimated  unofficially  at  alDout  79  million  iDushels,  according  to  a  cable 
'received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.    Though  alDout 
22  million  "bushels  above  the  poor  outturn  harvested  last  year,  the  current 
crop  is  expected  to  be  "barely  adequate  for  domestic  roquiroments,  xfith 
livestock  feeding  held  at  a  minimrn. 

Harvesting  of  the  crop  is  later  than  usual  this  year,  unfavorable 
weather  having  delayed  harvest  operations  during  the  first  week  of  May, 
As  the  rosult  of  the  small  crop  harvested  last  season,  the  supplies  of 
grain  on  hand  in  March  vrere  said  to  have  been  virtually  exhausted.  Report 
stated  that  severe  hardship  was  being  experienced  by  the  native  population 
since  corn  forms  such  a  large  part  of  the  native  food  and  constitutes 
almost  the  exclusive  diet  of  the  natives  in  rural  areas.  ■ 

The  shortage  became  so  acute  that  in  early  February  feeding  corn  to 
livestock  was  forbidden,  in  order  to  conserve  the  small  stocks  for  food. 
Some  relief  has  been  reported  from  the  early  crop  in  the  Western  Transvaal 
which,  though  small,  was  expected  to  eke  out  small  stocks  of  old  corn 
until  the  main- crop  came  on  the  market. 

The  short  crop  harvested  in  1941-42  was  the  result  of  a  widespread 
drought,  reported  as  one  of  the  v;orst  experienced  in  the  past  40  years, 
and  of  severe  damage  from  the  army  worm  in  parts  of  the  Orange  Free  State 
and  the  Transvaal.    The  drought  affected  grazing  and  fodder  also,  which 
accentuated  the  feed  shortage.    Additional  factors  reported  as  curtailing 
production  vrere  shortages  of  farm  machinery  and  fertilizer,  as  well  as 
the  manpower  shortage. 

The  reduced  crop  was  below  normal  needs  and  considerably  below  the 
increased  requirements  of  the  expanded  population.     Consumption  needs 
under  v/ar  conditions  have  expanded  significantly  as  additions  of  refugees, 
war  prisonors,    and  wartime  vrorkers  have  been  added  to  the  population. 
Increased  requirements  for  the  armed  forces  and  for  ships'  supplies  also 
played  their  part  in  increased  demand,  as  did  the  enhanced  purchasing 
power. 

With  the  reversal  of  the  usiial  position  of  corn  surpluses  in  the 
country  and  with  import  possibilities  restricted  by  shipping  difficulties, 
it  became  necessary  to. adopt  measures  to  adjust  short  supplies  to  the  new 
situation.    Accordingly  the  Oovernment  assumed  control  of , the  entire  crop 
in  May  1942  in  order  to  insure  that  supplies  be  channeled  to  the  coixn try's 
most  essential  needs. 
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Since  distri"bution  and  marketing  are  of  such  importance  in  the 
over-all  program,  the  existing  Mealie  Industrial  Control  Board,  which  has 
played  a  prominent  part  in  the  marketing  of  last  season's  reduced  crop, 
was  granted  additional  powers  to  assist  in  the  efluitahle  distrihution  of 
the  small  supplies. 

A  permit  system  was  adopted,  which  reqiuired  that  consumers  ha.ve 
a  permit  for  the  purchase  of  anything  in  excess  of  2  bags  per  month. 
Taxmers'  purchases  without  permits  were  limited  to  25  hags  in  June,  10 
"bags  during  July-Septemher,  and  5  hags  per  month  after  October  1.  Corn 
was  allotted  to  millers  and  traders  on  the  basis  of  their  turnover  in  the 
preceding  year. 

Increased  com  production  to  cover  the  country's  needs  is  planned, 
and  educational  campaigns  for  the  guidance  of  farmers  are  said  to  be  under 
way.    Special  tours  are  to  be  organized  and  the  press  and  radio  used  to 
ac<luaint  growers  with  the  production  prograji  and  with  improved  methods  and 
faming  practices.    The  price  factor  being  of  such  importance  in  the 
desired  expansion,  a  price  committee  was  appointed. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  if  the  price  is  set  at  a  high  enou^ 
level  aM  advance  announcement  of  the  fixed  price  made,  the  desired  ex- 
pansion may  result.    The  price  for  the  current  crop,  effective  Maj"  1, 
was  set  at  l6  shillings  per  bag  ($0.96  per  bushel  in  terms  of  United 
States  currency)  for  the  best  grades,  delivered  at  sellers'  railway  sta- 
tion.   This  is  considerably  above  the  price  set  on  last  year's  short  crop 
and  it  is  hoped  will  stimulate  a  larger  a.creage  and  production  next 
season.

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CANADA  AIWOmiCES-  OFFICIAL  OPEIIIISG 

OF  LAKE  MVIGATIOK  ...  -  , 

The  official  date  of  opening  of  traffic  on  the  Great  Lakes  was 
fixed  "by  the  Council  of  the  Winnipeg  Grain  Exchange  as  May  10,  according 
to  information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Helations. 
Though  ships  had  heen  moving  on  various  parts  of  the  Lakes  during  the 
latter  part  of  April,  considerahle  ice  still  handicapped  such  movement 
and  delayed  the  official  opening  until  a  later  date  than  usual. 

Since  the  official  declaration  affects  grain  contracts  -^nd  insurajice 
rates,  the  Lakes  are  not  ordinarily  declared  open  until  the  channels  are 
entirely  clear  of  ice.    This  year,  hoxirever,  unusual  interest  in  clearing 
grain  from  lake  ports,  resulted  in  the  opening  heing  announced  v/hile  ice 
was  still  causing  difficulties  in  some  parts  of  the  Lakes.    A  steady 
movement  \iras  reported  for  a  week  preceding  the  official  opening  date. 

Ice  conditions  this  year  were  reported  as  much  worse  than  last 
season,  and  the  opening  was  delayed  teyond  that  of  any  recent  year.  For 
purposes  of  grain  contracts  the  opening  of  navigation  in  1942  was  set  at 
April  20,  though  the  first  "boats  arrived  at  Fort  William  around  March  29, 
During  the  2  preceding  years  the  opening  was  also  around  mid-April. 

IVith  grain  moving  steadily  on  the  Lakes,  stocks  of  grain  at  the 
Lakehead  have  decreased  considerahly.    Wheat  stocks  shrank  9  mi.;|.lion 
"bushels  in  the  week  ended  M     7,  and  15.7  million  TDUshels  of  all  grains 
were  shipped  during  that  tiiue.    The  follov/ing  vreek  12.8  million  bushels 
of  grain  i^rere  reported  shipped  by  lake.    Later  shipments  may  he  curtailed 
considerably  by  shortage  c5-f  ships  when  heavy  ore  movements  get  under  way. 

Stocks  of  grain  at  Fort  Williauv-Port  Arthur  on  May  14  were  reported 
at  about  108  million  bushels,  or  6  million  below  last  yearns  stocks  on 
that  date.    Visible  supplies  of  vrheat  in  Canada  on  May  14  were  estimated 
at  408  million  bushels,  compared  with  424  million  a  year  ago.    The  visible 
supply  of  other  grains  with  figures  for  last  year  in  parentheses  was,  in 
million  bushels,  as  follows:    oats  31  (4.2);  barley  38  (8.3);  rye  6  (5,4), 


BRAZIL  EXPECTS  LARGE  EICE  SURPLUS  ... 

Preliminary  estimates  indicate. that  Brazil  may  have  from  150  to 
possibly  more  than  300  million  pounds  of  milled  rice  available  for  export 
from  the  crop  now  being  harvested.    The  State  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  the 
principal  rice-exporting  State  of  Brazil,  is  estimated  to  have  a  surplus 
of  from  130  to  200  million  po-unds  and,  in  addition,  the  State  of  SSo  Paulo 
is  reported  to  have  a  very  good  crop  ajid  may  have  an  exportable  surplus  of 
100  to  150  million  pounds. 
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The  actual  quantity  that  may  oe  expor.ted  will  depend  to  a,  large 
extent  on  the  policy  of  the  Brazilian  authorities  in  charge  of  export 
control.    The  Coordinator  of  Iconoziic  Mobilization  issued  a  decree  on 
April  9,  I9H3,  7?hich  is  designed  to  regulate  the  exportation  of  rice  to  , 
foreign  countries  and  the  supply  to  domestic  markets.    The  order  states 
that  part  of  the  rice  produced  in  the  country  must  he  reserved  for  national 
consumption.    Exporta.tion  will  he  permitted  up  to  50  percent  of  the  total 
production  in  the  State  of  Hio  Grande  do  Sul  and  one-third  of  the  pro- 
duction in  any  other  State. 

.  Eice  exportation  from  Brazil  from  the  1^2  crop  is  helieved  to  have 
heen  the  largest  on  record.    Statistics  for  the,  entire  country  are  not 
avail ahle,  hut  exports  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  for  the  12  months,  April 
1S^2  -  March  1943»  amounted  to  I96  million  pounds,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  record  from  this  State, of  1^+0  million  pounds  during  1935-36. 
Exports  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  usually  represent  ahout  90  percent  of  total 
Brazilian  exports. 

Recent  production  estimates  for  Brazil  axe  not  available.    It  is 
estimated  that  the  crop  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  is  ahout  the  same  as  that  of 
last  year,  1^,700,000  bushels.    Reports  indicate  that  the  19^2-^3  acreage 
in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and  Sao  Pa.ulo  was  expanded.    This  increase  was  due 
largely  to  the  favorable  prices  that  Brazilian  farmers  received  for  last 
year's  crop.    Drought  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  during  December  and  January, 
however,  was  reported  to  have  reduced  the  yield  substantially.

RICE  DEFICIT  IN  INDIA  .  .  . 

Owing  to  a  marked  reduction  in  rice  supplies,  the  price  of  rice 
in  Calcutta  has  increased  from"  $1.70  per  100  pounds  in  the  first  half  of 
1939  to  $7.3^  per  100  pounds  in  March  19^3,  or  ^32  percent.    This  is  the 
highest  price  ever  paid  for  rice  in  India,  even  in  years  of  famine.  The 
Directorate  of  Civil  Supplies-  at  Bengal  announced  on  March  11  that  the 
order  of  July  21,  19^+2,  which  had  fixed  the  prices  of  coarse  and  medium 
rice  and  the  corresponding  varieties  of  paddy  in  the  City  of  Calcutta, 
was  suspended,  and  sellers  are  now  free  to  ask  any  price  they  consider 
necessary.  - 

India  normally  consumes  62  billion  pounds  of  rice,  with  a. deficit 
of  3  billion  pounds  annually  imported  from  Burma.    Not  only  are.Buraan 
supplies  now  'iinaVailable,  but  domestic  production  in  the  past;  2.  years 
has  been  below  normal.    Exports  of  100  million  pounds,  also  have  been  sent 
to  Ceylon,  where  the  shortage-  has  been  more-  a,cute  than  in  India. 


PRICE  OF  UNHULLED 
INCREASED  IN  PERU 


RICE 


The  Peruvian  Government  on  May  5,  1.9^3.  announced  that  the.  fixed 
price  of  white  uhhulled  rice  had  been  raised  from  $2. 56  per  100  pounds 
to  $2.S2  per  100  pounds  for  the  remainder  of  the  19^2-^3  season,  with  a 
minim-um  price  of  $2.56  per  100  pounds  guaranteed  for  19%-U^-,  the  latter 
subject  .to  a.  scale  in  accordance  with  q.Taality.    The  higher  price  was  to 
be  paid  to  provide  more  equitable  payment  for  rice  of- high  quality  than 
the  price  established  in  the  decree  of  April  20  permitted  (see  Foreign 
Crops  and.  Markets,  May  10,  1943); 'and  also  a:s  an  incentive  to  farmers  to 
increase  3rice  output  to  relieve  the  present  shortage  in  that  country.

MEXICO  PBODUGBD  EECOED' OILSEED 
CHOPS  IN  19U2  .  .  .  ■  . 

Despite  record  oilseed  crops  in  Mexico  during  19^2,  that  country 
still  experienced  a  shortage  of  severpl  types  of  oil,  especially  coconut. 
Although  it  is  "believed  that  the  total  vegetable-oil  supplies  in  I9U3 
will  "be  about  the  same  as  in  19^2,  the  coconut-oil  shortage  is  likely  to 
continue.    On  the  other  hpnd,  the  reduced  supplies  of  coconut  oil  may  he 
more  then  offset  during  19^3  ^7  increased  production  of  cottonseed  and 
sesame  oil. 

Estimates  indicate  that  as  much  as  50  percent  of  the  1^3  supplies 
of  cottonseed  oil,  35  percent  of  the  sesame  oil,  end  10  to  15  percent  of 
the  peanut  oil  will  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  soap  during  the  year. 
Castor,  linseed,  cacahioanche ,  end  a  numher  of  other  miscellaneous  oils  are 
"being  explored  "by  the  soap  industry  as  possi"ble  substitutes  for  coconut 
oil.

Annually  since  1937  ^  average  of  about  ^0  percent  of  the  total 
vegetable-oil  supply  in  Mexico  has  been  used  for  edible  purposes,  about 
55  percent  for  soap  making,  and  5  percent  for  paint  and  other  industries. 
Before  the  war,  total  consumption  of  vegetable  oils  was  increasing.  Now, 
even  though  the  demand  is  great,  high  prices  pjid  difficulties  encountered 
in  obtaining  the  type  of  oils  needed  may  cause  domestic  consumption  to 
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decline.    During  the  5-year  period  from  1937  "to  19^1  a"bout  90  percent  of 
the  vegetpile  oil  used  in  the  soap  industry  was  coconut  oil.    For  19^3 
it  is  forecast  that  only  about  one-hplf  as  much  coconut  oil  will  "be 
avnilpble  for  this  purpose;  b,s  a  result,  a  considerable  shift  of  edible 
oils  to  industrial  uses  will  occur.

The  bulk  of  the  Mexican  req.uirements  of  coconut  oil  has  always 
been  obtained  from  imports  of  copra  from  the  Far  East.    Mexican  stocks  of 
copra  at  present  are  low  snd  mostly  in  possession  of  soap  manufacturers, 
who  have  conserved  their  supplies  as  much  as  possible  in  order  to  have 
some  coconut  oil  to  mix  with  other  vegetable  oils.    Domestic  production  of 
copra  in  19I+2  was  estimated  at  31,000  short  tons,   and  the  forecast  for  19^+3 
is  about  35,000  tons,  compared  with  the  5-year  average,  1937-19I+I,  of  28.000 
tons.    Mexico  is  anxious  to  increase  copra  production,  and  this  is  possible 
to  some  extent,  particularly  in  the  southern  States  of  Compeche,  Q,uintajia 
Roo,  Tabasco,  pnd  Guerrero.    It  is  not  likely  that  the  increase  will  be 
rapid,  since  a  period  of  6  years  is  required  from  the  time  palm  trees  are 
set  out  until  they  begin  producing.    Prices  of  copra  begeji  to  rise  early  in 
19I+2  when  a  future  shortage  was  viewed  as  a  certainty.    The  average  price 
in  19I+I  wa.s  0.57  peso  per  kilogram  (5.31  cents  per  pound),  while  in  Feb- 
ruary 19I+3  the  price  in  Mexico  City  had  risen  to  1.05  pesos  (9. 80  cents)  . 
Likewise,  the  price  of  coconut  oil  rose  from  I.07  pesos  per  kilogram  (9»97 
cents  per  pound)  in  November  19U1  to  2.15  pesos  (20.06  cents)  by  the  end  of 
Maxch  I9I+3. 

Imports  of  copra  dropped  from  sround  100,000  short  tons  in  19I+I  to 
ll+,000  tons  in  I9I+2,  and  arrivals  since  Jime  19I+2  have  been  negligible. 
Since  the  source  of  imports  is  now  confined  to  the  Western  Hemisphere,  they 
are  expected  to  be  small  during  the  current  year.

Cottonseed  oil  has  lieen  third  in  importance  among  vegetable  oils 
used  in  Mexico  during  the  past  2  years;  previous  to  that  time  it  occupied 
second  place.    Since  cottonseed  is  a  b^rproduct  of  cotton,  it  is  difficult 
to  stimulate  its  production  by  the  methods  used  to  increa,se  production  of 
other  oilseeds.    It  is  the  belief  of  the  vegetable-oil  industry  that  the 
shortage  of  edible  oils  will  not  be  greatly  relieved^  by  any  change  in  the 
cottonseed  output,  as  this  seed  ranks  second  to  copra  in  the  manufacture 
of  soap,  end  cottonseed-oil  supplies  will  be  heavily  drawn  upon  to  replace, 
coconut  oil. 

The  price  of  cottonseed  in  Mexico  has  experienced  about  the  same 
increase  in  the  past  year  as  that  of  most  other  oilseeds,  advancing  from 
0.19  peso  per  kilogram  (I.77  cents  per  poimd)  in  19^+1  to  0.25  peso  (2.33 
cents)  in  Febraaxy  19^3*    Cottonseed  oil  increased  from  1.10  pesos  (10.25 
cents)  in  November  19^1  to  l.SO  pesos  (16.79  centos)  by  the  end  of  March 
1943.    The  most  notable  jump  in  price  during  that  period  was  from  1.2g 
pesos  (11. 9U  cents)  in  February  to  l.gO  pesos  (16.79  cents)  in  March  19^3. 
These  prices  reflect  the  general  rise  in  all  vegetable  oils. 

Cottonseed  does  not  enter  into  foreign  trade,  althou^  smaJ.1 
quajatities  are  imported  annually  for  planting.    In  I9U1  and  19U2  there 
was  an  avera^go  of  about  1,100  tons  of  cottonseed  oil  exported,  and  a  few 
tons  imported.    It  is  doubtful  if  any  foreign  tra.de  in  this  oil  will 
develop  in  the  nest  year  or  two.

Although  peanuts  are  grown  throughout  Mexico,  the  largest  production 
is  in  the  State  of  Jslisco.    Until  the  eajly  1930' s  peanuts  were  cons-umed 
almost  entirely  in  the  form  of  nuts  rather  than  oil.     In  calculating  the 
sjiount  left  for  the  production  of  oil  it  was  assumed  that  an  average  of 
5,000  tons  was  consumed  annually  as  nuts  until  I93^i  p^^L  after  that  this 
figure  was  increased  550  tons  each  year  so  that  hy  19^2  approximately 
9,  500  tons  were  used  in  this  form.    After  deducting  the  q.uantity  needed  for 
plfinting,  the  amount  left  for  crushing  was  relatively  small  until  the  past 
few  years.    It  is  estimated  that  3.000  tons  of  oil  were  ohtained  from  the 
19^1  pesnut  crop,  j?nd  that  7,000  tons  may  he  produced  from  the  .19^2  crop. 

Peanut  oil  is  heing  favored  among  soap  manufacturers  hecau^e  of  the 
scarcity  of  coconut  oil;  therefore,  its  use  for  edihle  purposes  is  "being 
restricted.    Prices  of  hoth  peanuts  and  peanut  oil  are  increasing  monthly; 
this  has  "brought  ahout  considerable  enthusiasm  ajnong  producers  end  will  no 
douht  encourage  them  to  increase  production. 

Sospme-se'ed  production  has  increased  annually  since  1933  when  only 
16,000  short  tons  were  reported.    The  outturn  in  19^2  was  placed  at  66,000 
tons.    Earlier  estimates  w'ere  as  high  a.s  99tOOO  tons,  "but  wea.ther  condi- 
tions were  unfavorahle  in  the  largest  producing  areas  where  yields  per 
picre  were  reduced  from  500  to  175  pounds  and  in  some  instances,  even  less. 
Sespme-seed  oil  was  used  entirely  for  edible  purposes  until  19^2,  when  20 
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percent  of  the  supply  wp,s  consiomed  by  the  soap  Industry,  and  present 
indications  are  that  a  much  larger  percentage  will  "be  used  for  this  pair- 
pose  while  the  shortage  of  coconut  oil  exists.   -Ihis  oil  has  never 
entered  into  export  channels  "because  of  its  popularity  with  the  Mexican 
people  as  a^  salad  end  cooking  oil.

Castor-hepn  production  in  19^2  was  22,000  short  tons,  compared  with 
18,500  tons  the  year  "before,  and  an  average  of  12,000  tons  during  the 
5-year  period,  I936-19H0.    In  19U1  approximately  83  percent  of  the  Mexica^i 
castor  "beans  were  produced  in  the  State  of  Oexa.ca,  "but  other  areas  are  now 
"being  developed,  especially,  in  Tamaulipas,  northeastern  San  Luis  Potosi, 
and  central  Jalisco.    Pests,  caused  unexpected^  trou"ble  in  many  sections  of 
the  country  last  j/ear,  and  yields  were  disappointingly  low.    The  methods 
of  cultivation  are  not  well  developed  or  standardized,  and  for  this  reason 
the  oil  equivalent  has  "been  calcul'^ted  nt  Ho  percent,  although  .some  castor 
"beans  have  yielded  at  least       percent  of  oil..  , 

There  have  "been  no  important  exports  of  castor  "beans  from  Mexico 
in  the  past;  however,  it  is^  hoped  that  with  the  expanded  production  in 
19^3,  shipments  to  the  United  States  will  "be  increased  "by  the  end  of  the 
year.    Normally,  small  amounts  of  castor  oil  were  imported,  mostly  for  ' 
medicinal  purposes.

Flaxseed  production  in  Mexico  has  increased  during  the  past  fev; 
years  hut  is  still  small  compared  \7ith  other  oilseed  crops.    Fnile  an  of- 
ficial estimate  for  1942  ha,s  not  "been  released,  reports  indica.te  t'h?.t 
production  was  larger  than  that  of  thejirevious  3''ear  when  313,000  "bushels 
were  produced,    A  forecast  for  1943  indicates  that  the  yield  ma.y  exceed  a 
million  "bushels.    At  t'he  end  of  June  1942  flaxseed  was  quoted  at  $2.35  per 
"bushel  in  Mexico  City  "but  dropped  to  $1.88  in  January  1943,  then  took  an 
upward  trend  and  "03/  the  end  of  Fe"bruary  was  $2,09  per  "bushel.

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COTTON  CROP  IN  I  NDIA 
EEDUCED  SHARPLY  .  .  . 

The  fourth  official  estimate  of  the  19^2-^3  cotton  crop  in  India 
was  the  equivalent  of  3 1 706,000  "bales  of  ^78  pounds  each,  compared  with 
a  final  estimate  of  5,Oo4,000  "bales  in  ISkl-kZ.    The  decrease  of  1,300,000 
bales  was  due  principally  to  a  19-percent  reduction  in  acreage  this  year. 
Early  reports,  however,  indicate  an  average  yield  of  only  al)Out  95  pounds 
per  acre  for  the  present  crop,  compared  with  exceptionally  high  averages 
of  102  pounds  last  year  and  lOk  pounds  in  19^0~Ul.    There  have  "been  re- 
ports of  scattered  damage  "by  pests.    Lack  0  f  moisture  in  small  areas  of 
the  Decay,  caused  some  crop  damage,  especially  where  there  was  no  means 
for  irrigation.     In  some  of  the  sections  v/here  Oomrah  and  Broach  are  grown 
the  heavy  monsoon  has  caused  damage  "by  flooding  of  the  young  plants. 
Where  cotton  was  killed  out,  much  of  the  land  was  planted  to  corn  or  left 
for  later  spring  crops.'    Satisfactory  crop  conditions,  however,  have  "been 
reported  from  most  of  the  regions  as  the  picking  season  progresses* 

Picking  "began  a'bout  the  first  of  September  in  the  Sind  and  Punja"b, 
and  somewhat  later  in  the  upper  Ganges  and  Central  Provinces.  Nearly  all 
of  these  regions  have  reported  a  decrease  from  last  year's  acreage,  rang- 
ing from  10  percent  in  the  Punja"b  to  36  percent  in  the  United  Provinces, 
The  Nizam's  Government  has  announced  plans  to  reduce  the  19^3~^^  acreages 
still  further  in  that  State  to  equal  50  percent  of  the  pre-war  area. 

The  toal  acreage  of  cotton  this  year  is  no«  estimated  at  18,716,000 
acres  compared  with  23,2^5»000  acres  reported  in  the  corresponding  forecast 
for  last  year,  and  a  final  estimate  of  2J),^kj ,000  acres.    The  reduction  is 
approximately  I9  percent  of  last  year's  acreage.    During  the  past  10  years, 
the  area  reported  in  the  fourth  official  estimate  has  averaged  more  than  •  .  ■ 
99  percent  of  the  final  estimate,  and  only  a  small  further  adjustment  is 
expected  this  year  from  the  acreage  now  reported.    The  cotton-reduction 
program,  which  was  discussed  in  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets  of  July  6,  19^2, 
was  adopted  by  the . Government  for  a  twofold  purpos e.    Pood  crops  are  needed 
and  some    means  were  necessary  for  the  prevention  of  a  large  accumulation 
of  stocks  of  short-staple  cotton.    Nearly  1,U00,000  acres  have  been  de- 
voted to  these  varieties  in  Hyderaba.d  alone,'  but,  since  Japan  entered  the 
war,  the  ea?)  ort  market  for  short  staple  has  almost  completely  disappeared. 
Some  increase  has  been  noted  in  the  production  of  longer-staple  American 
type,  but,  due  to  the  Government's  "Grow  More  Pood  Crops"  campaign,  many 
acres  of  cotton  land  have  been  planted  to  rice  and  other  vital  foodstuffs. 
The  domestic  production  of  more  food  will  greatly  relieve  conditions.  A 
subsidy  of  5  million  rupees  or  approximately  $1,500,000  was  allowed  in 
February  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  throughout  19^3         transition  from 
cotton  and  jUte  to  the  principal  food  crops. 
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TOBACCO 

EOYPTIM  CIGA3BTTE  CONSUMPTION  INCEEASED; 
IMPORTS  OF  AMERICjiN  LILAF  CONTINUED  ... 

The  total  quantity  of  imported  leaf  used  "by  Egyptian  manufacturers 
of  cigarettes  in  1942,  principally  oriental  leaf  from  Turkey  and  flue-cured 
•from  the  United  States,  was  about  15  percent  greater  than  quantities  used 
in  1941,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Relations.     Increased  consumer  income  and  heavy  purchases  "by  the 
armed  forces  were  the  chief  factors  resulting  in  the  greater  consumption. 
Imports  of  leaf  from  Japan,  China,  Bulgaria,  and  Greece  have  "been  shut  off 
for  some  time,  and  "bonded  stocks  of  these  types  are  low. 

Although  the  Middle  Bast  Supply  Center  has  attempted  to  reduce 
iEiports  of  leaf  from  the  United  States  as  a  means  of  conserving  shipping, 
imports  from  this  country  were  considerahly  greater  in  1942  than  in  1941, 
and  amounted  to  ahout  25  percent  of  total  imports.    For  the  first  6 
months  of  1943  a  leaf  import  quota  of  2,240,000  pounds  from  countries 
other  than  Turkey  has  "been  estaljlished.    Not  more  than  half  of  this  amount 
is  expected  to  he  imported  from  the  United  States.    The  remainder  is 
allotted  to  the  comparitively  closer  countries  of  Southern  Rhodesia  and 
India. 


TRINIDAD  INCREASES  TOBACCO  CONSUMPTION 
AND  SHIFTS  TO  CANADIAN  LEAF  .  .  . 

Consumption  of  tohacco  products  in  Trinidad  and  Tohago  during  1941 
and  1942  is  estimated  to  have  "been  suhstantially  above  that  of  the  2  pre- 
ceding years.     Imports  of  leaf  tohacco  from  the  United  States,  however, 
have  declined  shasrply  from  average  annual  pre-war  takings  of  ahout  530,000 
pounds,  as  a  result  of  increased  imports  from  Canada.    The  ratio  of  im- 
ports. United  States  to  Canada,  during  1941  and  1942  was  about  1  to  5  in 
favor  of  Canada,  whereas  in  earlier  years  it  iiras  3    to  1  in  favor  of  the 
United  States,  according  to  a  report  recently  received  in  the  Office  of 
Foreign  Agricultural  Relations. 

The  importation  of  cigarettes  of  foreign  manufacture  into  Trinidad 
and  Tobago  has  been  prohibited  since  June  27,  1941.     Imported  cigarettes 
and  other  products  are  now  available  only  at  the  bases  established  in  the 
Islands  by  United  States  Armed  Forces. 

Leaf  stocks  on  the  Islands  are  low  in  relation  to  consumption  and 
on  March  1,  1943,  totaled  approximately  245,000  pounds,  of  which  about 
150,000  pounds  were  of  United  States  types.    Practically  all  of  the 
remainder  was  Canadian  leaf.

The  national  Argentine  livestock  census  of  September  30,  1942, 
"based  on  rettims  from  over  400,000  livestock  oxriieTs,  indicates  a  tendency 
since  the  1937  census  to  shift  tov'ard  a  nore  diversified  system  of  larra- 
ing,  according  to  an  analysis  pu"blished  in  the  Fu3vievr  of  the  River  Plate, 
The  census  reveals  that  more  attention  is  "being  given  to  the  "breeding  of 
she&p  o,nd  hogs,  as  well  as  to  the  growing  of  crops  for  industrial  purposes 
and  uC  veget;a'ble  crops  9n.d  frjlt  plantn,tions« 

The  reduction  of  a.pproxiniately  2,000,000  head  in  cattle  numlDcrs 
since  the  l'j37  census  to  3,450,000  on  3cptcm"bor  30,  1942,  is  due  partly  to 
droughts  suffered  in  the  northern  and  Andine  Provinces,  partly  to  the d if— 
forent  tine  of  year  of  the  census,  one  "being  tal'en  at  the  beginning  of 
winter  rjid  the  other  at  the  heginning  of  sxnring,  and  partly  to  increased 
sheep  flocks  in  the  v;estern  zones* 

The  reduction  in  ca,ttle  num"bers  lis.s  "been  confined  chiefly  to  the 
infei'lor  t^'pes  ajid  has  "been  most  noticeahle  ir.  the  Provinces  of  Buenos 
Aires,  La  Pampa,  San  Luis,  S^.ntiago  del  Istero,  Corrientes,  Salta,  and 
Pormosa.    These  northern  Provinces  do  not  have  many  improved  "breeds,  most 
of  the  cattle  "being  of  the  native  (Criollo)  ai^d  the  poor  Cuarteron 
(quartei^-hred)  type.    There  wa.s  a  decrease  of  700,000  head  or  5  percent 
in  the  num"ber  of  cows  "betvreen  1937  and  1942,    The  facts  that  cows  consti~ 
tuted  43,4  percent  of  the  total  in  1942  against  42,3  percent  in  1937  and 
that  the  nun^J^er  of  heifers  showed  an  increase  of  2  percent  ahove  1937 
indi^ca,te  the  sound  condition  of  the  cattle  indu.stry. 

The  increase  of  16  percent  in  sheep  m:i:fl"bers  to  50,902,000  head  since 
the  1937  census  was  most  marked  in  the  southern  Provincoc-  of  Santa-  Crus 
and  Chobut,  where  fine  and  medium  woo  led  sheep  predominate,  Imxoortant 
increases  took  place  also  in  Buenos  Aires,  la  Pampa,  Oordo"ba,  Heuquen,  Rio 
Negro,  and  Sntre  Rios,    The  increases  a.rc  attri"buted  to  favora"ble  condi- 
tions for  sheep  "breeding  in  recent  years  and  high  prices  for  fine  and 
medium  wool.    The  number  of  "breeding  owes  in  1942  \t3.s  32,781,000,  or  19 
percent  larger  than  in  1937,  and  the  production  of  shorn  wool  in  1941-42 
reached  380  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  27  percent  a"bove  1936-37. 

Eog  "breeding  has  "been  fe>vored  "by  a'bundant  com  harvests.  The 
increase  in  nT-jn"bers  is  especially  noticcc^hlc  in  the  Provinces  of  Buenos 
Aires,  Cordo'ba,  ond  Santa  Pe  and  in  the  Teri-itories  of  La  Pampa  and  Chaco, 
Among  the  reasons  given  for  the  decline  in  horse  nuni"bers  wore  the 
creased  use  of  tractors  and  of  other  mechanical  implements,  and  the  mo3>- 
tality  suffered  "by  horse  stocks  during  recent  years.    The  killing  of  young 
foals  for  their  hides  has  also  heen  a  contri"buting  factor.    The  scarcity 
of  gasoline  may  tend  to  increase  interest  in  horse  "breeding. 
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After  the  194-2  census  a  serious  d.-"ought  condition  developed  in 
Argentina,  OKpeciplly  during  the  last  4  raonv-hs  of  1942  and  early  1943. 
This  drought  wsa  not  "broken  until  mid-March.     The  rains  ■"ere  too  late  to 
save  t'.ie  e?riy  sovvn  corn  crop,     iCsaay  animals  dieo.  from  lack  of  feed  and 
"v/pter,  rnd  thpussnds  suffered  loss  of  vreight  end  "/ere  marketed  in  an 
unfinished  coi_ditioii.  .  ,

The  area.r  a'oout  Moknes'  and  Fes, 
where  ■':here  is -.good  pa.stur^,:,ge ,   especiaJIly  on  the  plateaus  wnich  rise  pro- 
gressively from  300  tq  1,500  meters  in  height,  constitute  another  good  liv 
stock  region.     Consideral)le  numbers  of  livestock  are  found  also  around

Natural  vegetation,  however,  is  less  alDundant  in  the  latter  a.reas,  re- 
quiring the  transfer  of  herds  from  one  point  to  another  for  grazing.  . 

Latest  estimates  (1941)  of  livestock  numbers,  l)5sed  on  the  numher 
taxed,  T7ith  percentage  of  the  preceding  year  in  parentheses,  are  as  follows 
Cattle,  2,130,000  (109);  sheep,  11,  114,000  (101);  goats,  6,947,000  (110); 
and  hogs,  128,000  (187)    Sheep,  hogs,  and  horses  prohahly  increased  still 
further  in  1942,  hut  the  long  drought  affected  cattle  adversely. 

The  Livestock  Research  LaJboratory  was  first  organized  in  1915  "but 
did  not  come  into  full  operation  until  a  few  y*ars  later.    It  handles  the 
numerous  prohlens  constantly  encountered  hy  the  Moroccan  hreeder  in  the 
treatment  and  control  of  disease,  questions  of  feeding  livestock,  and  the 
improvement  in  quality.     It  maintains  close  contact  with  similar  institutes 
in  other  nations.    Many  persons  from  other  countries  come  to  the  lahora.torj'- 
for  study.     The  reports  of  the  Moroccan  Laboratory  have  "been  published  by 
the  Academy  of  Science  and  other  Scientific  Societies,  and  it  ha„s  been 
represented  at  and  ha,s  taken  an  active  part  in  most  of  the  international 
congresses  discussing  bacteriological  and  pathological,  questions.

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COSTA  RICA  SUmRIUa  MEAT'  SHORTAGE;- 
LARD  SITUATION  EA.SED  ... 


Costa  Rica  has  been"  suffering  from  a  shortage  of  meat  since  last 
Decemher,  and  the  present  situation  is'- characterized  by  an  acute  scarcity 
and.  high  prices.    The  critical  lard  shortage,  however,  has  "been  relieved 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year  1943  "by  the  receipt  of  a  substantial  shipment 
from  Argentina  and  a  smaller  shipment  from  the  United  States,  Practically 
all  the  irrtports  of  lard  liave  been  from  the  United  States  in  the  past-,  but 
this  year,  ov;ing  to  war  conditions,  Argentina  has  supplied  the  major  share^ 
The  United  States  is  the  most  important  market  for  Costa  Rican  bananas, 
coffee,,  and  cacao,  which  form  the  basis  of  the  country's  domestic  economy. 

Despite  the  efforts  of  the  Costa  Rican  Government  to  protect  and 
exr^and  the  domestic  cattle  industry  by  putting  a  high  duty  on  cattle  imports 
from  Uicaragaa,  the  country  has  found  it  necessary  to  supplement  production 
by  continued  imports  of  feeder  cattle  from  that  country.    Thus,  the  high 
protective  tariff  on  imports  has  not  succeeded  in  keeping  Ni car agaan  cattle 
out  of  the  country  altogether  but  has  greatly  reduced  the  ntunber  imported. 

Two  reasons  have  been  advanced  for  the  current  meat  shortage.  One 
is  the  increased  demand  resulting  from  wartim.e  industrial  activity,  and  the 
other,,  the  above-mentioned  high  import  duty  placed  by  the' Costa  Rican  Gov- 
ernment on  every  head  of  cattle  brought  in  from  Uicaragaa,    The  number  of 
cattle  in  Costa  Rica  in  1939  was  375,000,  according  to  the  official  census, 
42  percent  of  which  wore  in  Guanacastc,    Unofficial  estimates  place  total 
numbers  in  1940  at  only  331,000  head.    Later  estimates  are  not  available. 
In  the  twenties,  numbers  exceeded  ,400,000  head  each. year,    Costa  Rica  has 
roughly  about  10  percent  of  the  cattle  in  Central  America  and  has  the  small- 
est number  with  the  exception  of  British  Honduras,  which  has  around  7,000  - 
10,000  head,

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not  kept  pace  with  the  greater  demand  because  of  the  high  import  dut7. 
Before  this  cattle  dutv  can  "be  reduced,  the  opposition  of  a  strong  "bloc  of 
Costa  Rican  cattlemen  will  have'  to  he  overcome,  and  there  is  no  immediate 
prospect  of  such  an  eventuality. 

An  examination  of  cattle  slaughter  for  a  sories  of  years  indicates 
a  decrease  in  national  heef  consunrption  in  the  face  of  an  increasing  popu- 
lation.   Several  factors  are  responsible  for  the  apparent  reduction  in  beef 
consumption,  among  them  the  economic  situation  of  the  working  classes  dur- 
ing much  of  this  period  and  the  increase  in  the  consumption  of  pork  and 
fish,    The  lowering  of  the  freight  rates  on  the  National  Rail\^ray  has  brought 
the  price  of  this  latter  commodity  ^^rithin  reach  of  the  poorer  classes,  and 
consumption  has  increased  materially,  i.e.,  from  258,000  pounds  in  1937  to 
532,000  pounds  in  1940. 

The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  in  abattoirs  in  1940  vras  only  44,898 
head,  a  decreo^se  of  18  percent  compared  with  1931,    On  the  contrary,  there 
was  an  incrdagc  in  hog  slaughter  during  the  same  10  years.    In  1940  the 
number  of  hogs  killed  vro-s  49,775,  an  increase  of  56  percent  above  1931,
